WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Paul McNutt, attor- 
ney for the big movie producers, said today he was 
“shocked to see the violence done to the principle of 
free speech”’ at this morning’s session of the House 
Un-American Committee. Representing the Motion 
Picture Association whose members include owners 
of the film industry, McNutt said “it became perfectly 
apparent that the purpose was to try to dictate and con- 
rol what goes on the screens of America.” 

“This is no concern of any congressional committee,” 
the tall white-haired former Governor of Indiana asserted. 
“It is solely the concern of those who produce motion 
pictures.” 

McNutt’s statement revealed the growing realization 
of big movie interests that the industry faces the threat 
of strict censorship as a result of the drive of the Thomas- 
Rankin Committee, a drive to which the moguls have 
themselves given tacit support. 


THEY’LL STILL RED-BAIT 

This sudden demonstration of independence by the 
big studios, however, does not mean they will not make 
pictures glorifying “free enterprise” and slandering the 
Communist Party, progressivism and the Soviet Union. 
It merely means that the industry reserves the right to 
decide for itself whether and in what quantity it shall 
produce such films. | 

An important spokesman for the industry, in fact, 
assured chairman J. Parnell Thomas (R-NJ) that “some 
studios have already found strong anti-Communist ma- 
terial and others are searching for it.” 

He was James K. McGuinness, general editorial su- 
pervisor of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. It was the line of 
Thomas’ questioning of McGuinness that elicited McNutt’s 
strong statement. 


McGuinness told the committee he was confident that 


anti-Communist pictures would be “a good business 
gamble” despite the “possibility that Communists would 
fight them with stink bombs and picket lines,” as sug- 
gested by Rep. Richard Nixon (R-Cal). 


DOING ANTI-RED FILM 

MGM is working on an anti-Communist film at pres- 
ent, McGuinness said. “It is based on the novel Red 
Danube written by Bruce Marshall, a Catholic writer and 
very effective. It will probably be called Vespers in 
Vienna.” 

“Has the industry the will to make anti-Communist 
pictures?” asked Thomas. 

McGuinness said it did. 

“Will these hearings aid the industry and strengthen 
its will to make anti-Communist pictures?” Thomas in- 
sisted. 

“I think it will,” said McGuinness.

This 5,000 
was something extra, not covered 
by the Soviet-American agree- 
ment, which had been going— 
courtesy of the Soviets—to the 
American embassy in Moscow. 

“If I may ask a simple minded 
question,” a correspondent for one 
of the radio chains asked Acting

copies of the magazine sent for 
its own use?” Mr. Lovett said he 
didn’t known.

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The story goes back a long time 
and includes the years of train- 
ing and effort by members of a 
minority group to find places for 
themselves in government serv- 
ice. 


Among the eight who spent 
nearly nine months in the invisi- 
ble barbed wire enclosure of 
Room 121, were some who had 
been employed in other Govern- 
ment agencies as long as 12 years. 
Most of them started originally in 
so-called “New Deal” agencies 
such as the Social Security Board, 
etc. 

In 1944 one of these “New Deal” 
agencies, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, in a search for qual- 
ified employees, hired many career 
service people from other govern- 
mental departments—without re- 
gard for race, color or creed. In 
setting up a Financial Reporting 
Division the OPA chose, among 
others, these eight Negro workers. 
One is an accountant. The others 
are accounting clerks. Thus, by 
accident, they first began to work 
together in OPA. 1 

By November, 1946 the message 
of the National Association of 
Manufacturers that “OPA was 
ruining the country” was pretty 
accepted by the laWmakers. The 
OPA went out of existence. Many 
career service employees were out, 
and according to law, places had 
to be found for them in other 
government agencies in preference 
to temporary, or war service, em- 
ployees.

ALL OF THE wrangling with 
FTC occurred between November, 
1946 and January, 1947. The eight 
Negro workers began their assign- 
ments with FTC during the sec- 
ond week in January. 

Although other transferred em- 
ployees were assigned to various 
officés, these eight Negroes were 
all assigned to Room 121. No one 
else used that room. Room 121 
was theirs. 

When visiting the FTC building 
one notices name plates on the 

oors of all offices. Some doors 
have one name — for important 
persons, other are occupied by 
two or three workers. From the 
top brass to the lowest paid cler- 
ical worker—all have their names 
on the door of their offices. 

Room 121, however, was an ex- 
ception. No name. plates were 
made for the Negro occupants of 
that “office.” No names appeared 
on the door.

S I WAS LISTENING to one of Joe Curran’s friends 
nominate him for a CIO vice-presidency, one of the 


rs at the CIO convention sitting across from me, 
a copy of that morning’s Herald Tribune under my nose and 
ted to a head. It said: 

“Kinkaid bids shippers back Curran faction.” 

Under it was a report of a speech by Vice-Admiral Thomas Kinkaid, 
eastern Navy commander, before a convention of shipowners in 
Waldorf-Astoria. He expressed great pleasure over Curran's red-bait- 
ing operations and urged “every assistance” for him. “It is important 
that power be in the hands of men intent upon main- 
taining harmonious relations and the reign of the 
law,” said the admiral. 

The shipowners weren’t slow in responding. When 
I arrived in New York, a story in the Sunday New 
York Times greeted me under the head, “Industry 
pleased by Curran victory, sees it as first step toward 
stabilization.” 

“The job-has just been started,” the Times reports 
the shipowners said. But they are also reported to 
be confident that “future meaning those 
following NMU elections next June (contract time, too) should 
be more simple because the most troublesome faction will have been 
eliminated.” 

They have it all figured out. 
shipowners are going to do everything they could to swing it for him. 
Thus, their plan calls for “elimination” of the “troublemakers” by the 
time the fateful hour arrives. 

By stabilization they mean, af course, the plan of Hoyt Haddock 
for a waterfront arbitration czar and cooperation with the ship- 
owners for “efficiency” to beat alleged competition of foreign shipping. 

That plan, readers of this column will recall, leaked out prema- 
turelly in The Pilot and caused considerable pre-convention embarrass- 
ment to Curran’s red-baiting clique. Hoyt Haddock dashed off another 
column saying it was all a mistake, The shipowners obviously feel it 
was only a tactical retreat. 

We'll be watching “militant” Joe. It will be interesting to see how 


the shipowners propose to help him.

THE ENLARGED DAILY WORKER surprises me 
sometimes by its accelerated influence.

Of course this thing isn’t foolproof. The enlarged Daily also sug- 
gested last week that Cornell would beat Navy, CCNY would beat 
Hofstra and Tale would beat Wisconsin. The opposite was the case, 
as they say in U.N. We're working on that defect right now and will 
have our suggestions for Saturday’s contests ready in this space to- 
morrow. 

Some of our readers not too familiar with the intricacies of foot- 
ball, by far the most complex game in existence, may have wondered 
about Governali’s relief at being traded from a T formation team to 
an old style or single wing ensemble. Gather round the professor while 
he elucidates in a few hundred well chosen words. 

The T formation, which swept into almost 100 percent usage on 
the heels of its successful resurrection from the 1890’s by the Chicago 
Bears of the pros and the Shaughnessy Stanford team of Frankie 
Albert, put the quarterback smack behind the center to receive the 
ball from his hands at the start of every play (except, of course, a 


kick). The other three backs are lined up five yards behind him 
like s0: 
x 
xX xX xX 


There is the T the quarterback takes the ball from the center 
and fades back as the other three dart hither and yon, one usually, 
preceding the play by drifting out “in motion.” The QB must be a 
sleight of hand artist, faking handing the ball off in one direction and 
shuttling it to a back going the other way, or faking both, keeping 
it himself, straightening up and with tons of beef charging in his direc- 
„ a tion fire a forward pass. 

7 IN THE STANDARD single wing formation the ball is snapped 
directly to one of the backs, generally the “tailback” furthest back. 
One back is stationed out on the wing, off to either side, to get an early 
block ahead of the ball, or to occasionally reverse and take the ball 
from the original recipient, etc. This explanation by the way is in its 
most simple and crude form and would sound to a football player like 
ABC sounds to a post graduate college student. 

Contrary to some mistaken general notions, the non-T formations 
are capable of a great deal of deception and ball handling. Old Pop 
Warner and Andy Kerr’s double wings (one back on each flank) de- 
veloped a bewindering sequence of spinners, double and triple reverses, 
and Lou Little’s single wing of the pre-T days also had the enemy run- 
ning around in occasional circles. 
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BUT PRIMARILY the T depends on deception, catching the other 
* team off balance and b a back through a quick opening rather 
* than generating decisive Blocking power ahead of the ball. It always 
* has several men actually out of the play. It's phenomenal success for
